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(54) SALES PROMOTION SUPPORTING SYSTEM 

(57) Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To consistently support 
sales promotion effective for a seller by 
extracting stock information and relish limit 
information of food from a system for managing 
merchandise at the store of a super market or a 
department store, leading out the combination of 
merchandise contributing to the sales promotion of 
the seller from these conditions in the frame of a 
cooking menu and visually providing information 
concerning the cooking menu. 
SOLUTION: A central processor 101 extracts a 
cooking menu using merchandise (material) from a 
storage device 105 by setting merchandise 
designated by an input device 102 to be a key. A 
cooking menu to retrieve is designated by the 
input device 102 and concerning merchandise 
necessary for the designated cooking menu, the 
central processor 101 extracts stock information 

and relish limit information of food from the storage device 105 to judge whether 
it is effective for utilizing sales promotion. The judging result is displayed on 
display 103 and a sales promoter selects a cooking menu for utilizing for sales 
promotion. Detailed information on the selected cooking menu is outputted from a 
display 107 and a printer 109 installed at the store.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] In the sales promotion support system utilized in case sales promotion persons in 
charge, such as a supermarket, plan sales promotion of food By selecting the combination of the 
goods which fitted sales promotion most based on conditions, such as pull-date of purchase 
information, the amount of merchandise inventories, and goods, and displaying the image 
information which can advertize said goods effectively on the display unit installed in a shop 
front The sales promotion support system which offers the reference information at the time of 
selecting an effective sales promotion target product, and performs the sales promotion itself. 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] In case this invention selects the goods which a sales promotion person 
in charge utilizes for sales promotion of food in the backyard of a supermarket or a department 
store, by processing and outputting the information about goods to a person's in charge useful 
form, it supports the decision making and relates to the sales promotion support system which 
provides a consumer with the information on the cooking menu which combined most 
effectively the goods selected further at a shop front. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] When a sales promotion person in charge draws up the plan of 
sales promotion at a food counter to the Lord of a supermarket or a department store, as an item 
utilized for sales promotion, a cost price is cheap or the goods which are the things of the season 
of a season and were bought in in large quantities, the goods which the inventory has been 
increasing, the goods with which pull-date has been approaching are selected. 
[0003] It detects that things became the excess of an inventory from the purchase information 
retrieval system which compares the purchase information and criteria purchase information on 
on the day, or a criteria inventory as a conventional technique which supports said sales 
promotion person's in charge goods selection, or the inventory information retrieval system with 
which pull-date information is retrieved is mentioned. 

[0004] Moreover, as a conventional technique which supports sales promotion at a shop front, an 
information terminal is installed and carrying out service of offering the information of an image 
and a recipe of cooking which excite a consumer's attractiveness to consumers according to a 
season or the weather is mentioned. 

[0005] However, since selection of sales promotion goods and offer of the cooking information 
in a shop front were made from a separate viewpoint, there was a trouble of necessarily not 



becoming sales promotion effective for a seller side. 
[0006] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] By this invention, in order to solve the above- 
mentioned trouble, a sales promotion person's in charge decision making is supported by offering 
the information which can select the combination which can advertize effectively sales 
promotion goods candidates, such as bought-in goods, goods of the excess of an inventory, 
goods which are likely to become the excess of an inventory, and goods in which pull-date is as 
Hasama, from the system for the merchandise management in the backyard of a supermarket or a 
department store. Furthermore, sales promotion efficient for a seller side and effective is 
supported by providing for a consumer from the information terminal which is installing the 
selected cooking menu in a shop front. 
[0007] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The person-in-charge dedicated terminal to which this 
invention connected the display and the input unit at least in the backyard of a supermarket or a 
department store in order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, The consumer dedicated 
terminal which connected the display and the output unit at least at the shop front, The storage 
which stores the inventory information and cooking information on goods which are some 
merchandise management systems, It is the sales promotion support system which consists of the 
communication line and wireless which tie a person-in-charge dedicated terminal, storage and a 
consumer dedicated terminal, and storage. At the time of person-in-charge dedicated terminal 
starting, the purchase information stored on storage, inventory information, pull-date 
information, etc. are judged in accordance with fixed criteria, said judgment result is displayed 
on the display of a person-in-charge dedicated terminal, and decision making of a person in 
charge is supported. 

[0008] The input about the menu which a person in charge demands from an input unit is 
received, the menu code which a person in charge demands is used as a key, the detailed 
information of a cooking menu is read from storage, and cooking menu information is outputted 
to the display of a consumer dedicated terminal at a display and an output unit. 
[0009] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, the example of this invention is explained to a detail 
using a screen. 

[0010] Drawing 1 is the configuration Fig. of the sales promotion support system by this 
invention, and the store 106 of the external system 105 connected to CPU, the disk which stored 
the program, and the central processing unit 101 which consists of memory by the input device 
102, the display 103 in a backyard, the communication line, or wireless 104, a display 107, a 
touch panel 108, and a printer 109 are connected. In addition, said central processing unit 101, an 
input device 102, an indicating equipment 103, and a store 106 are installed in the backyard of a 
supermarket or a department store, or a host center, and said display 107, a touch panel 108, and 
a printer 109 are installed in the shop front of a supermarket or a department store. Said external 
system 105 is a store managerial system at the store of a supermarket or a department store etc., 
and if it is this contractor, it will be able to guess easily that the store managerial system 
concerned has merchandise management functions, such as POS information. 
[001 1] Drawing 2 is the merchandise inventory table 2 which the store 106 stores. Said 
merchandise inventory table 2 is the aggregate of the record constituted by an identification 
number 21, a trade name 22, today's schedule inventory 23 predicted at the time of goods order, 
today's amount 24 of physical inventory registered today, and the days 25 to the pull-date of an 
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inventory. The format of said merchandise inventory table is a relational database format. Here, 
the calculation method of a schedule inventory is described. 

[0012] The purchase person in charge of goods thinks that it orders based on an inventory on the 
day and the amount of sales forecasts on and after that day at the time of goods order. That is, I 
think that actual order is performed, looking at transition of the schedule inventory which 
"amount of physical inventory on the day"-"on the day amount of sales forecasts" = "a schedule 
inventory of the next day" was drawn, and was drawn by repeating this. Transition of a schedule 
inventory is the numeric value computed when ordered, and a numeric value is updated at every 
order. From the inventory DB which the store managerial system concerned has at the time of 
this system startup, a schedule inventory, the amount of physical inventory, and pull-date 
information are incorporated, and the data stored in the eel of the train of the schedule inventory 
23 of the merchandise inventory table 2 concerned, the data stored in the eel of the train of the 
amount 24 of physical inventory, and the data stored in the eel of the train of pull-date 25 are 
updated. 

[0013] Drawing 3 is the goods master table 3 which the store 106 stores, said goods master table 
3 ~ an identification number 31, a trade name 32, and a schedule inventory — ****** „ ^ [ s ^ e 
aggregate of the record constituted by the pull-date postponement days y35 in the time of the 
pull-date reference value x34 and the need of adopting a measure absolutely which are the pull- 
date postponement days in the time of the need of being cautious of the inventory reference value 
33 and pull-date which are the inventory of the upper limit which can do things coming out 
coming out. Beforehand, a person in charge needs to store data in the eel of the train of the 
inventory reference value 33, the pull-date reference value x34, and the pull-date reference value 
y35 as a reference value. In addition, the format of said goods master table is a relational data 
base format. 

[0014] Drawing 4 is the cooking master table 4 which the store 106 stores. Said cooking master 
table is the aggregate of the record constituted by an identification number m41, the cooking 
genre name 42, an identification number n43, the cooking name 44, the ingredient/unit 45, a 
daily dose 46, a cook ? s order 47, and the season 48. About what has season nature in the cooking 
name 44, the number of the moons applicable to the eel of the train of a season 48 is stored. For 
example, if the cooking name 44 is mixed stew, 1 1-2 is stored in the eel of the train of a season 
48, and this shows from November that February is a seasonal dish. In addition, as for the thing 
without season nature, 1-12 is stored. In said cooking master table, in order to support a sales 
promotion person's in charge cooking menu selection by having distinguished cooking according 
to a genre, and having considered seasonal information, information can be offered in a useful 
form. 

[0015] Drawing 5 is a flow chart which shows a processing step at the time of actuation of the 
sales promotion support system by this example. 

[0016] At the time of a sales promotion plan, a sales promotion person in charge starts a sales 
promotion support system, displays the candidate goods input screen of drawing 6 on a display 
103, and inputs candidate goods. (Step 501) The example of one thing of said candidate goods 
input screen is shown in drawing 6 . A sales promotion person in charge chooses one goods to 
use out of said candidate goods, and receives the input of the goods information which the 
person in charge chose through an input unit 102 out of the trade name 61 displayed on the 
display 103. When progressing to the next actuation, the input of decision 62 is received through 
an input unit 102. 

[0017] The cooking master table 4 concerned stored in the store 106 is incorporated to a central 
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processing unit 101, and only the record containing the ingredient chosen at step 501 is extracted 
out of the cooking master table 4 concerned. Furthermore, it compares with the calender 
information in which the season 48 in said record is contained by the central processing unit 101, 
only the corresponding record is extracted out of the cooking master table 4 concerned, and the 
candidate menu selection screen of drawing 7 R> 7 is displayed. In this example, it considers as 
the case where it chooses as goods to use a "ginseng." If it compares with the information on the 
eel of a season 48 "11-2" when the cooking name 44 was searched for the cooking master table 
concerned to the "ginseng" to the key at this time and that day is H8.7.21 although extracted with 
"beef stew", "mixed stew", etc., since it does not correspond, it will be deleted and will not be 
displayed on the candidate menu selection screen 7. 

[0018] Next, in said displayed candidate menu selection screen 7, a sales promotion person in 
charge chooses and the input of the genre code 71 displayed on the indicating equipment 103 
through the input device 102 or the information which the person in charge chose from 
identification numbers 72 is received to specify by the cooking genre or the cooking name. When 
progressing to the next actuation, the input of decision 73 is received through an input unit 102. 
(Step 502) 

The merchandise inventory table 2 concerned and the goods master table 3 which are stored in 
the store 106 are incorporated to a central processing unit 101, only the record about the 
ingredient contained in the cooking name chosen at step 502 is extracted from said merchandise 
inventory table 2 and the goods master table 3, and the following processings are repeated. 
[0019] The schedule inventory 22 and the amount 23 of physical inventory applicable to the 
identification number of the ingredient contained in the selected cooking name are extracted 
from said merchandise inventory table 2, and the inventory reference value 33 applicable to the 
identification number of the ingredient contained in the cooking name chosen from the goods 
master table 3 concerned is extracted, and as shown in drawing 8 , the retrieval goods table 8 is 
created. Drawing 8 is the aggregate of the record constituted by the inventory b86 corresponding 
to an identification number 81 , a trade name 82, the inventory priority 83 of the order of a thing 
with a superfluous inventory, an inventory a84, the pull-date priority 85 of the order of a thing in 
which pull-date is as Hasama, and pull-date ranking. The format of said retrieval goods table is a 
relational data base format. 

[0020] The information on the eel of the inventory priority 83 in the retrieval goods table 8 
concerned is drawn from the amount 23 of physical inventory of the merchandise inventory table 
concerned, the schedule inventory 22, and the inventory reference value 33 of the goods master 
table concerned. 

[0021] If it is "the amount of physical inventory 23 >= schedule inventory 22+ inventory 
reference value 33", the information on the eel of the inventory priority 83 is "1 ", if it is "the 
amount of schedule inventory 22< physical inventory 23< schedule inventory 22+ inventory 
reference value 33", the information on the eel of the inventory priority 83 will be "2", and, in 
the case of "the amount of physical inventory 23< schedule inventory 22", the information on the 
eel of the inventory priority 83 will be set to "3." (Step 503) 

Next, the pull-date priority 85 in 8 and the information on the eel of an inventory b86 are drawn 
from the amount 24 of physical inventory of the merchandise inventory table concerned, pull- 
date 25, the pull-date reference value x34 of the goods master table concerned, and the pull-date 
reference value y35 by the retrieval goods table concerned. 

[0022] If it is "the 0< pull-date value 25 <= pull-date value y35", the information on the eel of 
the pull-date priority 85 is "1 ", and the corresponding inventory is stored in an inventory b86. 
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[0023] Moreover, if it is "the pull-date value y< pull-date value 25 <= pull-date value x34", the 
corresponding inventory whose information on the eel of the pull-date priority 85 is "2" is stored 
in an inventory b86. In the case of "the pull-date value 25> pull-date value x34", the information 
on the eel of the pull-date priority 85 is "3", and the corresponding inventory is stored in an 
inventory b86. (Step 504) 

According to the result searched with step 503 and step 504, for every cooking name of the 
cooking master table 4 concerned, the applicable information on the retrieval goods table 
concerned is extracted, and as shown in drawing 9 , a sales promotion menu selection table is 
created. Drawing 9 is the aggregate of the record constituted by the identification number 91, the 
cooking name 92, the ingredient name 93, and the judgment point 94. The format of said sales 
promotion menu selection table is a relational data base format. 

[0024] The information on the eel of the judgment point in said sales promotion menu selection 
table is drawn from the inventory priority 83 of the retrieval goods table 8 concerned, the pull- 
date priority 85, and an inventory b86. The inventory b86 for every pull-date priority 85 in said 
retrieval goods table 8 is measured, and the case of "2" and others is set to "1 " for the case where 
"3" and one at least 2 are contained in the case where one or 1 is contained, in the information on 
the eel of the biggest pull-date priority 85 of an inventory b86, and the inventory priority 83. 
Furthermore, every cooking name 92 of said sales promotion menu selection table 9, the numeric 
value of the eel of the judgment point 94 is integrated, and a numeric value sorts to descending 
most. 

[0025] According to the sorted result, the cooking name of a high order some is displayed on a 
display 103 from said sales promotion menu selection table. (Step 505) This example shows to 
drawing 10 by making five high orders into an example. In step 506, when a cooking name to 
utilize for sales promotion exists in some dishes displayed on the display 103, from an input unit 
102, the input of a cooking name is received, and the input of decision 1004 is received from an 
input unit 102, and it progresses to the following step. When not determining, the input of the 
front screen 1002 and degree screen 1003 is received from an input unit 102, and the information 
which corresponds from a display 103 is displayed, and it repeats until the cooking name which a 
person in charge wants to utilize for sales promotion exists. 

[0026] The cooking name which received the input in step 506 is used as a key, the information 
about said cooking name is called from the cooking menu table 4 concerned, and it displays on a 
display 107 as a screen as shown in drawing 1 1 . (Step 507) 

If the information on the contents shown in Screen 1 1 is required for a consumer, from a touch 
panel 108, the input of printing 1 104 will be received and print-out will be processed from a 
printer 1 04. The printed-out information serves as a useful guide at the time of a consumer 
travelling the store concerned and purchasing goods, and it is thought that it is an effective 
means for performing effective sales promotion. Moreover, a consumer becomes possible [ 
retrieving the information currently displayed on the touch panel 108 ] by selecting two or more 
cooking menu information. In this case, from a touch panel 108, the input of the front screen 
1 102 or degree screen 1 103 is received, and applicable data are displayed on Screen 1 1 . 
[0027] The above is explanation of drawing 5 "the flow chart which shows the processing step at 
the time of actuation of the sales promotion support system by this example." 
[0028] 

[Effect of the Invention] According to this invention, conventionally, as compared with the sales 
promotion about the food item currently performed in the supermarket, the department store, 
etc., the combination of the goods which contribute to the sales promotion by the side of a 
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counter most in a frame called a cooking menu is drawn, and effective sales promotion can be 
realized by providing a consumer with the information about the aforementioned cooking menu 
visually with the information terminal of a shop front.
